EXCELLENT PRODUCTS 


By Edith M. Hopkins 
(Home Economies Representative) 
Pickles and relishes may not add 
much to mea la in the way of food 
nutrients, hut because of their col­ 
or. crispness and tartness, they pep 
up any meal. 
Vegetables should lie fresh, crisp, 
and free from blemishes. Test for 
hollow cucumber* by seeing if they 
float in cold water. Fruit should Im* 
tlrm hut ripi'. Sort vegetables and 
fruit for site and ripeness. 
A go*mI grade of cider vinegar 
give* the I lest results. White vine­ 
gar Is often used to pickle white 
vegetables so they do not darken. 
Home-made vinegars are un! al­ 
ways satisfactory because (he eta* t 
strength Is not known. Whole spices 
generally are used because they re 
tain their fluvor and are not as like 
ly to affect the color of the foods 
as ground spices do. 
A soft slippery pickle Is often 
probably on*- of the most common 
failures. It muy lie caused by brine 
not completely covering pickles, the 
brine was too weak. the pickles 
stored In Umi warm a place, or the 
pickles conk*-*! tm) long. 
Too strong a salt or sugar solu­ 
tion or too strong vinegar will pro­ 
duce a shriveled pickle, lf hollow
